"Hon. A. P. Edgerton, civil service 
commissioner, was engaged in a quiet 
game of 'California Jack,' with his ven- 
erable friend. Judge Patton, of Ohio, 
last evening at the Palmer house, when 
the Times reporter called upon him, 
says the Chicago Times. 
"The game 
was gracefully suspended and the gentle- 
man very pleasantly gave his views upon 
the operation of the civil service law as 
thus far tried. Mr. Edgerton stated 
that there could be no possible doubt of 
the excellence of the system, and already 
the departments at Washington and the 
government offices throughout the coun- 
try, were filled with a better class of 
clerks than had ever been the case be- 
fore. Mr. Cleveland was firmly and 
conscientiously committed to it» opera- 
tion and insisted on its rigid enforce 
ment. 
To-day members of congress, 
heads of departments and the vast body 
of the general public indorsed the sys- 
tem, which was being carried oat more 
faithfully by President Cleveland than 
ever before. Being asked about the 
charges recently made against Pension 
Commissioner Black that he was gradu 
ally 
filling the pension 
office with 
democrats, 
Mr. Edgerton 
did not

stand, but he knew that when con- 
gress passed the law in 1884 to employ 
150 extra examiners in the pension office 
the commissioner certified to Commis- 
sioner Dudley a list of 405 persons who 
had passed examinatious for that de 
T>artment. 
Whether it was accident or 
good guessing, Mr. Edgerton did not 
know, but it was afterward found that 
the entire 150 examiners appointed were 
republicans. 
When Mr. Black desired 
to make appointments, the old and un- 
exhausted list was sent up to him, and 
perhaps there was a preponderance of 
democrats upon it, because none had 
succeeded in obtaining positions under 
Mr. Dudley. 
Seriously, however, he 
could not see how any such charge could 
be substantiated at the present time. 
The examinations were all made without 
regard to politics, and in fact without 
my knowledge of the politics of the ap- 
plicants. In some departments there 
was at the present a scarcity of appli- 
cants who had passed successful exami- 
nations, and they were at a loss to fill 
some of the places. 
Appointments were 
being made daily by the various depart- 
ments, but he did not see that any great 
sweep had been made, or that many 
heads had been taken off.

THE STRIKES PIGITRED UP. 
WASHINGTON, April 24.—It is estimat- 
ed by Joseph D. Weeks, labor statistician, 
that there are now 762 strikes in pro- 
gress in this country, and that the num- 
ber of men idle in consequence, is 128,- 
262. 
Mr. Weeks'report says: 
"As to 
wages lost, it appears that 64,779 em- 
ployes lost $3,711,097. 
This would be 
at the rate of $57 each. 
As the entire 
number of employes estimated was 128,- 
136, the total loss of wages would be 
$13,002, 866, which would have been re- 
ceived had the works run constantly."

Then wa3 our mouth filled with lau^ter.— 
Psalm cxxvii., 2. 


He tbut sittuth in the heavens shall laugh.— 
Psalm ii., 4. 


Dr. Talmage said: 
Thirty-eight timeo does the Bible make 
reference to this 
configuration of the feat- 
ures and quick expulsion 
of 
the breath 
which we call laughter. 
Sometimes it is 
b(.)ru of the sunshine and sometimes of the 
midnight. 
Sometimes 
it 
stirs the 
sym- 
pathies of angels and sometimes the cachi- 
nation of devils. 
All healthy people laugh. 
Whether it pleases the Lord or displeases 
Him depends upon when we laugh, and at 
what we luugh. 
My theme this morning is 
the laughter of the Bible—namely, Sarah's 
liiugh, 
or that of 
skepticism; 
David's 
latigh, or that of 
spiritual 
exultation; the 
fool's lauyh, or that of einful merriment; 
God'H laijiih, or that of infinite condemna- 
tion; heaven's 
laugh, 
or that of eternal 
triumph. 


Scene: 
An Oriental tent; the occupants, 
old Abraham and Sarah, perhaps wrinkled 
!.nd decrepit. 
Their three gucsts are three 
augels—the 
Lord 
Almighty one of tliein. 
In return lor the hospitality shown by the 
old people God promises 
Sarah that she 
shall 
become the 
ancestress of tho Lord 
Jesus Christ. 
Sarah laughs in the face of 
(iod; she does not believe 
it. 
She 
is af- 
frighted at what she has done. 
She denies 
it. 
She 
says: 
"I 
didn't laugh." 
My 
friends, 
the laugh of skepticism 
in all 
afiefi is only the echo of Sarah's laughter, 
(iod says he will accomplish a thing, and 
meu say it cannot be done. A great multi- 
tude laugh at the miracles. 
They say they 
are contrary to the laws of nature. 
What 
is a law of nature? 
It 
is 
God's 
way 
of 
doing II thing. 
You ordinarily cross 
the 
river bv 
the 
liridge. 
To-morrow 
>ou 
change 
for one 
day 
and go across Wall 
street 
ferrj'. 
Yon made the rule. 
Have 
you not the right to change it? I ordinarily 
come in at that 
door 
(pointing 
to a side 
entrance 
of 
the churchj. 
Suppose next 
Sabbaih I should come in at the other door? 
It is a habit I have. 
Have I not a right to 
change my habit? A law of nature is God's 
habit—His waj' of 
doing things. 
If 
He 
makes 
the law, 
has He not a right 
to 
change it at any time He wants to change 
it? 
Alas for the folly of those who laugh 
at God wht-n he says: 
"I will do a thing," 
they responding, 
"You can't do it." 


God says the Bible is true—it is all true.

laughs,

(ieriiian uuiversiti;'s laugh. Harvard laughs 
- HOitly; a great mauy learned 
institutions 
of 
the conutrv, 
with long rows of profes- 
Kors seated on the 
feune 
between 
Gbris- 
tiiuiity and infidelity, laugh softly. 
They 
gay, "We <lidn't laugh." 
That was Sarah's 
Lrick. 
God thunders from the 
heavens, 
•'But thou didoi laugh." 


The (harden of Eden was only a fable. 
There never was an ark built—it was too 
small to have two of every kind—the pillar 
Df fire by night was only the northern lights 
—the ten ])lagues of Egypt only a brilliant 
piece of jugglery. 
The sea parted becanse 
the wind blew violently a great while from 
Due direction. 
The sun and moon did not 
put themselves out of the way for Joshua, 
lacob's 
ladder was only horizontal 
and 
pictnresipio clouds.

And now, with this Bible in 
my 
iiand, let me 
tear out all those portions 
R-hich the skepticism of the day 
demands 
shall 
be 
torn 
out. 
What shall go first? 
'Well," say some in the audience, 
"take 
3ut all that about the creation and about 
ihe iirstiiiettlement of the 
world." 
Away 
20-S 
Genesis. 
"Now," says 
some 
one, 
'tiiko 
out 
all that about the miraculous 
>uidani e of the children of Israel 
in 
the 
Rild -iiiess." 
Away goes Exodus. 
"Now," 
says some one else in the audience, "there are 
ihings iu Deuteronomy and Kings that are 
iot fit to be read." 
Away go Deuteronomy 
and the Kings. ^ "Now," says 
some 
one, 
'the 
book 
of Job is a fable that ought to 
;ome out." 
Away goes the book of 
Job. 
^Now," says some one, "those passages in 
the New Testament which imply the divin- 
ity of 
Jesus 
Christ ought to come out." 
Away go 
the 
evangelists. 
"Now," 
says 
some one, "the book 
of 
Bevelation—pre- 
posterous! 
It represents a man with the 
moon under his feet and a sharp sword 
in 
bis hand." 
Away goes the book of Revela- 
tion. 
Now there are a few 
pieces 
left. 
What shall we do with them? 
"Oh," nays 
Borne man in the audience, "I don't believe 
a word 
in the Bible from one end to the 
other." 
Well, it is all 
gone. 
Now 
you 
have put out the last light for the nations. 
Now it is the pitch 
darkness 
of 
eternal 
midnight. 
How 
do yon 
like it? 
But I 
think, my friends, we had better keep the 
Bible 
a little longer intact. 
It has doue 
pretty well for a good many years. 
Then 
there are old people who find it a comfort 
to have it on their laps, and children 
like 
the 
stories 
in 
it. 
Let us 
keep it for a 
curiosity anyhow. 
If the Bible 
is to 
be 
thrown 
out of the school, and out of the 
court-room BO that men no more swear by 
it, 
and it is to be put in a dark corner of 
the city library, the Koran on one side and 
the M'ritings of Confucius on 
the 
other, 
then let us each one keep a copy for him- 
self, for we might have 
trouble, 
and 
we 
would want to be under the delusion of its 
consolations; 
and we 
might die, and we 
would want the 
delusion 
of 
the 
exalted 
residence at God's right hand which it men- 
tions. 


Oh, what an awful thing it is to laugh in 
God's face and hurl His revelations back 
at Him! 
After awhile the day will come 
when they 
will 
say they 
did not laugh. 
Theu all the hypercriticisms, all the l ari- 
catures, and all the 
learned 
sneeis in the 
quarterly n-vicws will be brought to judg- 
ment; and iimid the rocking of everj'tliing 
^»eneatb, and amid the flaming of everything | 
above, God wid thunder: 
"liut thou didst 
laugh." 1 think the most fascinating laugh- 
ter 
at ("hristianity I ever remember was 
Tht oJore I'aiker's. 
He made (he word of | 
God seem ridiculous, and ho laughed on at | 
f.ur holy religion until he came to die. and ! 
tiien he said: 
"My life has been a failure: 
rt failure dome&tically—I have no children; 
a failure socially, for I am treated in the 
Ktreels like a pirate; a failure professionally, 
because I know but one 
minister that, has , 
adopted my sentiments." 
For a quarter ot 
a century he laughed 
at 
Christianity, and 
aver since Christiauity has been laughing; 


at him. Now, it is a mean thing to go into 
a man's house 
and steal 
his goods, but 
I tell you the most gigantic burglary ever 
invented is the proposition 
to steal these 
treasures 
of 
our holy 
religion. 
The 
meanest laughter ever uttered is the laughter 
of the skeptic. 


The next laughter mentioned in the Bible 
is David's 
laughter, 
or the laughter 6f 
sj iritual exultation. 
"Then was our mouth 
filled 
with laughter." 
He got very 
much 
down sometimes, 
but there 
are 
other 
chapters where for four or 
five 
times 
he 
calls upon the people to praise and 
exult. 
It was not a mere twitch of the 
lips; it was 
a demonstration 
that took hold of 
his 
whole physical nature. 
"Then 
was our 
mouth filled with laughter." 
My friends, 
this world will never be converted to God 
until Chiistians cry 
less 
and laugh 
and 
sing more. 
The horrors are a . poor 
bait. 
If people are to be persuaded to adopt our 
holy religion, it will be because they have 
made up their minds it is a happy religion. 
They don't like a morbid Christianity. I 
know there are morbid people who enjoy a 
funeral. 
They 
come 
early 
to see 
the 
friends take leave of the corpse, and they 
iiteal a ride to the cemetery; but all healthy 
people enjoy a wedding better than 
they 
do a burial. 
Now, you make the religion 
of Christ sepulchral and hearse-like 
and 
you make it repulsire. 


The next laughter mentioned in the Bible 
that 1 shall speak of is the fool's laughter, 
or tne 
expression 
of 
sinful 
merriment. 
Hwlomon was very quick at simile; when he 
makes a comparison we all catch it. 
What 
is the laughter of a fool like? He says: "It 
is the crackling 
of 
thorns 
under a pot." 
The kettle is swung, a bunch of brambles 
is put under it, and the torch is applied to 
it, and there is a great noise and a sputter 
and a quick 
extinguishment; 
then 
it 
is 
darker than it was before. 
Fool's laughter. 
The most miserable thing on earth is a bad 
man's fun. 
There they are—ten men in a 
bar-room; thej- have at home wives, moth- 
ers, daughters. 
The impure jest starts at 
one corner of the 
bar-room, and crackle, 
crackle, crackle, it goes all 
around. 
In 
five bundled such guifaws there is not one 
item of happiness. 
They all feel bemeaned 
if they have 
any 
conscience 
left. 
Have 
nothing to do with men or women who tell 
immoral 
stories. I have 
no 
confidence 
either in their Christian character or their 
morality. 


So, all merriment that springs out of the 
defects of others—caricature of a lame foot 
or a curved spine, or a blind eye, or a deaf 
ear -will be met 
with 
the 
judgments of 
God, either upon you 
or your 
children. 
Twenty years ago, in this city, 1 knew a 
mail who .was particularly skillful in imi- 
tating the lameness 
of 
a neighbor. 
Not 
long ago a son of the skillful mimic had his 
leg anqjutated for the very defect which 
his father had mimicked years before. I do 
not say it was a judgment of God; I leave 
j'ou to make your own inference. 
So, all 
merriment born of dissip.ition, that which 
starts at the counters of the drinking res- 
taurant, or Tiom the wine glass in the home 
circle, the maudlin simper, the meaningless 
joke, tho satunialian gibberish, tho parox- 
ysm of mirth about nothing that you some- 
tinii's see in the fashionable club-room or 
in the exquisite jiarlor about 12 o'clock at 
night, are the crackling of thorns under a 
pot. 
Such laughter and 
such 
sin end in 
death. 
When I was a lad a book came out, 
entitled, "Don Jour's Patent Sermons." 
It 
made a great stir, a very 
wide laugh, all 
over the country, that book did. 
It was a 
caricature of the Christian ministiy, and of 
the word of God. and of th(> day of judg- 
ment. 
Oh, we had 
a great 
laugh! 
The 
commentary on the whole thing is that long 
ago the author of that book died in poverty, 
shame, debauchery; kicked out of 
society 
and cursed of Almighty God. The lau^^hter 
of such 
men 
is 
the 
echo 
of 
their own 
damnation. 


The next laughter that I shall mention as 
being ill the IJible is the 
laugh of 
God's 
condemnation: "He that sitteth in the heav- 
ens shall laugh." 
Again: 
"The Lord will 
laugh at him." 
Again: 
"I will laugh at 
his calamity." 
With such 
doraonsiration 
will God greet every kind of great sin and 
wickedness. 
But men build up villainies 
higher and higher. 
Good men almost pity 
God because He is so schemed against by 
men. 
Suddenly a pin 
drops out of the 
machinery of wickedness, or a secret is re- 
vealed, and the foundation begins to rock; 
and, finally, the whole thing is demolished. 
What is the matter? 
I will 
tell you what 
the matter is. 
I h e crash 
of ruiu is only 
the reverberation of God's laughter. 


On Wall street there are a great many 
good men and 
a great 
many 
fraudulent 
men. 
A fraudulent man 
there says: 
"I 
mean to have 
my 
million." 
He goes-to 
work reckless of honestv and he gets his 
fiist $1()(),0()(». 
He gets after a while his 
i?2()(>,0<)0. 
After awhile be gets his 
000. 
"Now," he says, 
"I have only one 
more move to make and 
I shiill 
have my 
million." 
He g ithers up all his resources; 
he makes that one last grand move; he fails 
and loses all, and he has not enough niouej' 
left to pay Ihe cost of the car to his home. 
Peoj)le cannot understand the 
sjiasmodic 
revulsion. 
Some said it was a sudden turn 
in Erie railway stock, or in Western Union, 
or in Illinois Central; some said it was Jay 
Gould; some said it was 
one 
speculator, 
some 
said 
it was 
another. 
They all 
guessed wrong. 
I will tell you what it was. 
"He that sitteth in the heavens" Iau^',hed. 


A man iu New I'ork said he wouhl be the 
richest man in the citj'. 
He left bis hon- 
est woik of chair-making and got into the 
city councils some way, aiM in ten years 
stole $1."),000,000 from the city government. 
Fifteen million dollars! 
He held the Leg - 
islature of the State of New 
York in the 
grip of his right hand. 
Suspicions were 
aroused. 
The 
grand 
jury 
presented in- 
dictments. 
'J he whole land stood aghast. 
The man who expected to put halt' the city 
in his vest ])ucket gci^s to Blackwell's 
Is- 
land, goes to Ludlow 
street jail, 
breaks 
prison, and goes across 
the 
dea, is rear- 
rested and brought back, 
and 
again r<i- 
manded to jail, 
and 
died 
there. 
Why? 
"He that sitteth in tlie heavens" laughed. 


Rome 
was 
a gi-eat <ijj;>iie; she 
bad 
Horace and Virgil among her 
jioets; 
sbe 
had Augustus and t^onstaiitiue among her 
emperors. 
But 
what mean 
tlie deface d 
Pantheon and the l-'oruni turn<'d into a cat- 
tle-market, and the broken-walled coliseum 
and the architectural skeleton of her great 
a(iueduct? 
What was that thuuder? "Oh," 
you say, "that was Ihe roar of tho 
batter- 
ing-ranis against her 
walls." 
No. 
What 
was that quiver? 
"Oh," you 
say, 
"that 
was the tramp of 
hostile 
legions." 
No. 
The quiver and the roar were the 
outburst 
of Gmnipotent laughter 
from 
the 
defied 
and insulted heavens. 
Rome 
defied 
God 
and 
He 
laughed 
her 
down. 
Thebes 
detied 
God 
and 
He 
laugfeed her down. 
Babylon defied God and He 
laughed 
her 
down. 


There is a great difference between God's 
laugh and His smile. 
His smile is eternal 
beatitude. 
He smiled when 
David sang, 
and 
Miriam 
clapped 
the 
(ymbals, 
and 
Hannah made garments for 
her- son, 
and 
P#ul preached, 
and John 
kindled 
with 
apocalyptic vision, and when any man 
has 
anything to do and does it well. His smiln! 
A\ hv. it is tha 
10th 
of 
May, 
the 
apple 
orchards in full 
bloom; it is 
heaven 
at 
high noon, all the bells beating the mar- 
riage 
peal. 
But His 
laughter! 
May 
it 
never fall on us! 
It is a condemnation for 
our sin; it is a wasting away. 
We may let 
the satirist laugh at us, and 
all 
our com- 
panions luugh at us, and we 
may 
be 
the 
target for the merriment of earth and hell;, 
but God forbid that we should ever come 
to the fuUiUment of the prophecy 
against 


the rejectors of the truth: 
"I will I t m ^ 
your calamity." But, my friends, all of us 
who reject Christ and the pardon of 
the 
gospel must come under that tremendous 
bombardment.. God wants us all to repent. 
He counsels, He coaxes, 
He 
importunes, 
and He dies for us. 
He comes down 
out 
of heaven. 
He puts all the world's sin on 
one 
shoulder, 
and 
He puts 
all 
the 
world's 
sorrow on the 
other 
shoulder, 
and 
then, 
with 
that 
Alp 
on 
one 
side 
and 
that 
Himalaya 
on 
the 
other. He starts up the hill back to Jerusa- 
lem to achieve our salvation. 
He puts the 
palm of his right foot on one long spike, 
and He puts 
the 
palm of his left foot on 
another long spike, and then, with hands 
spotted with His own blood. 
He gesticu- 
lates, saying: 
"Look! look and live; with 
the 
crimson 
veil 
of 
my sacrifice I 
will 
cover up all your sins; with my dying groan 
I will swallow up all -your groans. 
Look, 
live!" 
But some of you this morning turn 
your backs on that, and then this voice of 
invitation 
turns 
to

OUE NATIONAL LIBEARY 


AFTER 
YEARS 
O F NEGLECT CON- 
GRESS WILL ALI^OW IT A HOME. 


History of tbe CoOBresslo^al 
Xitbrary 
Twice Destroyed by F l r e - J U 
Growth 
and Present Cramped Quarters—Sketch 
of the Proposed New Baildins. 


WASHINGTOW, April 90.—This nation is at 
last going to have a library building worthy 
of the name, and when we look back at the 
long attempts at les;islation in the matter in 
the light of the evident needs on the subject 
it does seem incredible that congress would 
be so dilatory in making provision for the 
thousands upon thousands of valuable books 
and art works that have been virtually piling 
up about their feet. 


T H E 
P R E S E N T CONGBESSIONAIJ LIBRABT. 


Not only have the shelves and tables of the 
present library been fairly blunting with 
books, but a number of dark, unventilated 
rooms in the basement of the Capitol have 
been gorged as well, until the storage ca- 
pacity of the Capitol being exhausted, con- 
gress was compelled to do something. It is 
to Senators Voorhees, of Indiana, and Mor- 
rill, of Vermont, as well as Representative 
Singleton, of Mississippi, that the credit is 
due in securing the long delayed legislation. 


The present library has had a wonderful 
history. 
It was founded by congress in 1803, 
and 3,000 books were selected in London for 
it. 
John Randolph was one of its strongest 
supporters. 
When the British soldiers looted 
the Capitol building in 1814 they used the 
books from the library to kindle the fire 
which destroyed the building. 
About this 
time Thomas Jefferson had got into financial 
straits, which compelled him to sell his very 
valuable library of 6,000 volumes. , Congress 
purchased them. 
These books, wrung by 
poverty fi-om poor old Jefferson, were the 
nucleus of the new library. 


The library was then in the room now occu- 
pied by the clerk of the supreme court, but 
in 1S24 a portion of its present quarters were 
established. 
In 1851 the library numbered 
about 60,000 books, when it was again visited 
by fii-e from a defective flue, which destroyed 
30,000 of the books. 
In 1852 the present 
quarters were built, with shelf room for less 
than 300,000 books, while the present col- 
lection considerably exceeds 500,000. The 
law library contains 60,000 volumes and oc- 
cupies the old chamber of the supreme court. 
Ainsworth R. Spofford, of Ohio, has been 
the librarian for twenty-two years, while a 
predi'cessor of his, John S. Meehan, of New 
York, 
held that 
position for thirty-two 
years. 
So much for the present 
library. 


THE NEW LIBRARY BUILDING. 


Over thirteen years ago, after years of 
ui gm;4 iu the matter, congress allowed a com- 
mission to be appointed to consider plans for 
a new library. A report of the labors of 
this oonimission and the various other com- 
mittees selected in the m a t t e r later, together 
with the bills introduced f r o m time to time, 
would 
fill a grood 
sized 
library. 
S e n a t o r 
Voorhees says t h a t never In the history of 
legislation has a measure been so thoroughly 
weighed Jind considered in every detail, a n d 
herewith we jiresent the result in t h e illus- 
ti-ation. 


To procure competition among architects 
a prize of §1,500 was offered for the best 
design. 
Twenty-eight plans were submitted, 
many of them from Europe. 
Two years was 
given to a consideration of the plans, when 
the desif^n submitted by J . L. Smithmeyer, 
of Washington, was selected.

P L A N O F ONE S T O R Y . 


In the above plan the shaded portions indi- 
cate the parts of the building to be occupied 
by book shelves. 
The other large rooms will 
be used for fine art exhibits, maps, charts, 
etc. 
The main reading room will be in the 
central rotunda, which will be 100 feet in 
diameter. 
The second story will be almost 
a duplicate of this plan. 


It is estimated that the proposed new build- 
ing wiU cost about $4,000,000, and will re- 
quire three years in construction before 
being ready for occupancy. 
Five hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars is appropriated for 
the purchase of the property, the site to be 
the three squares nearest either the .northeast 
or southeast corners of the Capitol grounds. 


The new buUding wiU be 450 by 300 feet in 
exterior dimensions, covering 3.9 acres of 
groimd, and wiU ultimately have a capacity 
for shelving three million books. 
The a'rea 
covered by the British Museum is five acres, 
that of the National Library, Paris, four and 
one-half acres, and for comparison's sake it 
might be added that our buildings of liie 
Capitol cover three and one-half acres.

Saster and the Legends That 
MiUce the Day Remark- 
able—The Notable 
Date» of the 
Occasion. 


Easter Sunday is to-morrow, tha 
latest date it can come on again for a 
centory. 
In the Christian churches it is 
a day of r^oicing-, to commemorate the- 
ressnrrection of Christ. 
It ia regarded 
as an occasion for sinners to xettirn 'to 
grace and make peace with Gkid. The 
church services are marked with great 
solemnity and devotion. 


Another feature is the custom of pre- 
senting colored eggs, styled pasch or 
pace eggs. 
The Easter eggs or pasch 
eggs are symbolical of creation, or the 
recreation of spring. 
The practice of 
presenting eggs at E-ister is Magion or 
Persian, and bears allusion to the men- 
dane egg, from which Ormuzd and Ari- 
mand were to contend till the consum- 
mation of all things. It prevailed not 
only with the Persians, but also among 
the Jews, Egyptians and Hindus. Christ- 
ians adopted the custom to symbolize the 
resurrection, and they color the eggs red 
in allusion to the blood of their redemp- 
tion. 
There is a tradition, also, that the 
world was hatched or created at Easter 
tide. 


This year Easter falls on April 25, or 
nearly a month after the beginning of 
the second quarter of the year. 
Such a 
case has not happened in this century, 
and will not occur again. 
In the next 
century, the twentieth, Easter will fall 
on April 25 in 1943. 
If we turn back to 
previous centuries, we find that such a 
late date for Easter occurs only once in 
each century, that is, 1734, 1766, 1545, 
1451; the fourteenth century goes with- 
out such a late date; 1204, 1109, 1014, 
919. 
The earliest 
date for Easter, 
March 22, has occurred 
only once 
in this century, in 1818, au'i it will not 
recur before A. D. 2000. 
The earliest 
day for Easter has occurred in 1761,1693, 
1598 and 1573, 1478, and 1383; the thir- 
teenth century is passed over; 1136, 
1041, 946. 
It is interesting to not how 
Easter will distribute itself up to A. D. 
2000. 
In the present century Easter 
will fall only twice more in March, on 
the 29th, in 1891, and on tiie 25th, in 
1894. 
Of the remaining twelve years of 
this century, five Easter days fall in the 
first week in April (in 1888, on April 1 
1893 and 1899 on April 2, 1896 on April 
5, 1890 on April 6), and three in the 
second week (in 1887 and 1898 on April 
10, and in 1895 on April 14), and four in 
the third week (in 1900 on April 15, 1892 
on AprU 17, 1877 on April 18, 1889 on 
April 21). 
As indicated above, the last 
week in AprU, with the exception 
1886, is not represented again in this 
century by an Easter day,

HOW TO WIND •" SOLUS."

Directions by Which, with a LIU-lo I^rac- 


tico, It May Bu Kapldly Done. , 


There may be some pcrvcrso traveler in 


the domain ot industry not yet alive to 
the superiority uf balled wool over that in 
fikeins, or who etill struggles with skeins 
of embroidery bilk or filoselle, hanging 
them on the backs of chairs and getting 
them hopelessly tangled, or elao cutting 
the skeins and iinding every needleful jimt 
a> little too long. To such Uorcas recom- 
mends the following directions for winding 


nolns (or sulky winding, as it is sometimes 
called). 


Untie tho skeins,' put one end around-the 


thumb of tho lelt hand, briugiiig it over 
back of the lutnd and winding it around 
till tho extremity of the skein reaches the 
ring-finger, no an to bo looped over it as in 
Fig.l. 


As noon as it is thus smoothly arranged, 


the fastening knot may bo cut, and with 
the right band the liberated thread drawn 
away to a convenient li;ngth to coinmencu 
winding. 


The end or ball is now held between tho 


thumb and fingers of tho left hand, as 
shown in Fig 2, while tho other hand

pauHUS tho liberated thread round and 
round the ball. 
When the thread which 


has beeirfriHid from the nkcin is wound up, 
the ball in again passed to the right hand, 
as shown in Fig. 1, and ?neither yard or 
two extricated.

This year Easter falls on April 25, or 


nearly a month after the beginning of 
the second quarter of- the year. Such a 
ease has not-happened in this century, 
and will not occur again.

iu this century, in 1818,
